Director Krusen Urges Parents
to Adopt Preparedness
Againat Disease

Director Kruson urges parents tp adopt
the principle of preparedness by protect-
ing thelr childron from whonping cough.
Thin i» the sewsan thnt the cough. which
I ono of the mont distrogsing disenmen of
childeen, reaches the helght of lts previ-
lenes, Last yenr It canued twice as moany
denthn an sonrlet fover,

The Health Buraan records show that in
1014 ong out of every 16 chlldren who had
the disease died and 60 per cont. of these
deaths wore of Infants In thelr (irst year,

“Thage statintics.” sald Dircctor Krusen,
“are convincing evidenecs that whooping
eottgh 18 not to boe consldered lightly.
Avldn from Its high mortality, tha paln
and suffering it cnusen shonld warn every
mother to keep the Infection from her
lisusohold.”

To do this effectively the Director ad-
vises parents an follows:

Instruct children not to play with
others who have the dixenss,

If vour chlld has the Infection It In
your duty to prevent other healthy
children from hoing In Its company.

Al disgharges from the mouth and
nosse of the siele ehild should be reé-
colved In paper’ napkina or clean
clotha, which should e burnedd, sincae
1t in through these seoretions that the
digeaye Is spread

Beparate cups, glasses, plates and
other enting utensild should ba kept
for the sick child,

All cases of whooping cough are re-

& well ventilated room

The bedelgthes and elothing of the
child should be disinfected by bolllng.

All formn of excitemant, Inughing,
erying. overeating nnil drinking
should be avolded to*reduce the se-
verity of tha attacks of coughing and
the frequency of their olcurrencs.

If the child {8 woll enough to be up
and about, It may be taken out In the
open, oither in the back yard or on
the ronf, but by no means should
other healthy ehildren be presant,

The child ghould be kept in bed In
stricted from school until the disease
is cured.

Children suffering from the infec-
tion are not permitted to vialt publie
places or to ride in publle econvey-
anees
“Obedlonce to the precautions mentloned

will greatly nisist In reducing, not only
the incldence of whooping cough, but also
the high infant mortality of this eity.”
